1.—It Answers Nothing 
By GEORGE A. NOVACK 

SINCE the war in Europe, and the crisis 

of 1929 in America, a multitude of 
monetary schemes have budded in people's 
brains, These schemes stem from all sorts 
of social roots and accordingly vary wide- 
ly in radical content. The more radical 
propose some drastic substitute for the 
gold standard. Social Credit, commodity 
money, index numbers, energy units and 
what-not have been led forward to replace 
the golden calf. 

Social Credit, the brain child of Major 
C. H. Douglas, an English engineer, is per- 
haps the most conspicuous of these “funny 
money” proposals. It has already circum- 
navigated the British Empire and taken 
residence in this country. To his disciples 
Major Douglas is the Darwin of present- 
day economics, They cry: ‘Adam Smith 
for Captitalism, Karl Marx for Commun- 
ism, Major Douglas for Economic Democ- 
racy.” They have even rather immodestly 
proclaimed themselves to be a Fourth In- 
ternational, the legitimate heirs of Marx, 
more truly Marxian than the Communists. 

Do not, however, mistake the Social 
Creditors for Red revolutionists. They are 
pure monetary reformers who contem- 
plate nothing more violent than ‘a book- 
keeping revolution.” According to Mr, 
Gorham Munson; “No confiscation, no ex- 
propriation, no ‘nationalizing’ of banks, 
no class war, no political revolution is pro- 
posed—nothing but the transformation of 
finance from a veil to an accurate mirror 
of industrial facts.” The consequences of 
this bookkeeping revolution will be the dis- 
tribution of plenty and leisure to all. The 
chief objection#Mr Munson says he has 
encountered to the Douglas prophecy is 
that it is too good to be true. It is—but 
there are more serious objections.

EVERYONE — at least every public 

speaker—is familiar with the type of 
critic who sits at the back of the hall 
throughout the lecture, taking notes of 
those sentences or phrases that will afford 
him the best opportunities of contradic- 
tion from some predetermined point of 
view. At the end he rises, reads out these 
disconnected statements and ridicules each 
in turn to his own applause. I am irresis- 
tibly reminded of such objectors by Mr, 
Novack's performances in his remarks 
upon Major Douglas‘ “Bookkeeping Revo- 
lution.” He has not paid his subject the 
tribute of troubling to understand it, and 
but for the immense importance of the 
issues raised by Douglas ! should hardly 
pay his criticisms the respect of a refuta- 
tation. 

Extensive as his superficial acquaint- 
ance with Social Credit discussion may ap- 
pear, Mr. Novack betrays three disquali- 
fications for the task he has undertaken. 
First, he has not grasped the argument he 
pretends to dismiss; second, he shows no 
clear understanding of the nature and 
function of money systems; and third, his 
article is not an evaluation of Social Credit 
theory, but Communist propaganda. 

As to the first, I can confidently say 
that if Mr. Novack had presented his case 
under other names and phrases I should 
have doubted if it could be a criticism of 
Douglas, with whose work I have been per- 
sonally associated for many years, Cer-

Before we » become entranced by 
this beatific vision Iet us sean the 
Social and Credit scheme more 
closely. Major Douglas’ patented 
panacea is concocted of two chief 
ingredients, the National Divi- 
dend and the Just Price. They 
are to be taken as follows: After 
credit has been nationalized. the 
population will be organized into 
a National Corporation. All the 
citizen stockholders of this cor- 
porative state except a few high- 
incomed individuals will receive 
their National Dividend regular- 
ly as bondholders now receive in- 
terest from the government. At 
the same time, in order to avoid 
inflation, eligible retailers wiil 
sell their goods at a decreed dis- 
count and be compensated at the 
average rate of profit from the 
National Credit Account. This 
National Credit Account will be 
calculated by a National Ac- 
counting Bureau from the ex- 
cess of productive capacity over 
purchasing power and split into 
two streams, going to retailers 
and consumers. 


Hitherto our discussion has pro- 
ceeded in the atmosphere of 
theory. Let us come down to 
earth. Japan's belated entrance 
into the capitalist arena com- 
pelled its bourgeoisie to adopt 
the most advanced technological 
and financial equipment in order 
to outstrip their competitors 
Thus the Japanese first adopted.

MR. QUEEN TO ‘MR. BENNETT 
Mayor Queen's letter to Premier 
ett contained not the slight 
ggeration of the over- 
ning financial difficulty 
has been created for this 
ity by the withdrawal of part of 
the federal aid for relief and the 
throwing of an impossible burden 
on the municipalities. The burden 
has been too heavy all through 
the depression, but simee the 
change, last August, it Ras been 
driving the municipalities to des- 
peration. 

Winnipeg's debt for unemploy- 
ment relief is now almost $5,000,- 
000. The city has also spent $1,- 
167,000 on relief works. The an- 
nual debt charges are now nearly 
$500,000, and they are increasing 
as the city continues to borrow 
money for relief The debt 
charges on relief expenditure will 
have to be paid for years, and, in 
addition, as soon as the city quits 
borrowing for relief, it will still 
have to raise a_ considerable 
amount for current relief through 
the taxes. 

When the citizens face up to the 
actual situation and the prospect 
for the future, they have reason 
to be alarmed. 

The unemployment is entirely 
abnormal and this city is in no 
way responsible for it. Relief, 
under these conditions, is a na- 
tional responsibility, and it is 
grossly unjust that such an en- 
ormous burden should be piled 
on the taxpayers of the city. The 
civic services will have to be 
starved and excessive taxes levied 
for years unless the Federal gov- 
ernment carries its own burden 
and relieves the city of its pre- 
posterous load. 

The people of Winnipeg are 
solidly behind the Mayor in ask- 
ing the Federal government to 
reverse the present situation and 
give the city a reasonable chance 
to exist and to maintain its essen- 
tial services. — Winnipeg Free 
Press, '
